ment will he. 
Janesville is a city of not a few preten­ 
tions. It Is up in its own esteem. In many 
respects it is superior to any city la inc 
Blate, except Milwaukee. Its manufactur­ 
ing interests are important. Its mercantile 
trade is on the increase. Irs educational 
interests are first class, and these facts sug­ 
gest that the utmost care should be exer­ 
cised in the selection of mea who shall 
compose the city government. There are 
but very few indeed in the city who will 
not say that there ought to he some changes 
la the common council, and if we mistake 
not the temper of the people, there will ho 
some changes made at the next election.

WI800NSIN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
The Gazette bai received (rom the lion. 
William C. Whitford, Superintendent oi 
Public Instruction, the advance .sheets of 
the thirty-first annual report of that de­ 
partment. There has been a great deal of 
work bestowed upon this valuable report, 
aud tacts and statistics of great importance 
are carefully and concisely arranged. The 
educational movement in the State has ad­ 
vanced steadily and satisfactorily during 
the past year, and altogether the condition 
of our educational interests is very en­ 
couraging and 
exceedingly 
flittering. 
During the year which the report covers, 
a 
greater 
effort 
has 
been 
made 
by school officers, county and city super­ 
intendents, and boards of trustees, to collect 
important and reliable statistics, and Sup­ 
erintendent Whitford^ report shows that 
they have been very successful. The chiel 
points in the report to which we ask the 
special attention of all interested in the 


work of education, am these: The nam - 
ber ofjregular districts reported is 4.341, an 
increase of 65; the joint districts are esti­ 
mated to be 1,227, an increase of 142; the 
whole number ot districts, not including 
independent cities, is 5,568, a net increase 
of205. Of the counties in the State, 18 re­ 
port the same number of districts as last 
year, 28 show gains, and IC losses; 
The number of children in the State 
over 4 aud under 20’years of age, is 483,453, 
being 
an 
increase 
of 
4,761 
over 
1878. 
Thirty-six 
counties 
show 
gains 
in 
their 
school 
population, 
the leading gains being in Barron, B ur­ 
nett, Clark, Door, Dunn, Eau Claire, Fond 
du Lac, Jackson, Juneau, Marathon, Mar­ 
quette, Portage, 
Oconto, Marinette, St. 
Croix, Trempealeau, 
Walworth, W au­ 
paca and 
W ood; 
twenty-seven 
show 
losses, tho principal depreciation being in 
Columbia, Dane 
(2d 
district), Dodge* 
Grant, Iowa, Kenosha, Manitowoc, Ozau­ 
kee, Racine, Richland, Rock Sheboygan 
Washington and Winnebego. 
Nineteen 
Cities report an increase, the chief among 
them being Appleton, Fond da Lac, Omen 
Bay, La Crosse, 
Milwaukee, Oshkosh 
Racine and Sheboygan; eight cities show a, I Trying 
decrease—Berlin, Columbia, Ft. Howard, 
Janesville, Kenosha, Neenah, Prairie du 
Chien and Watcrtowo. 
Another important piece of information 
Is the school attendance 
during 1879, 
which shows that about 200,000 children 
tailed to attend school. 
The number that 
attended is reported at 237,354. The lose 
this year is 4.216, which is confined entire 
ly to the counties, as the iodepcndent;cities 
return a gain of 1,364. 
The pupils who 
have attended only private schools, as re ­ 
ported, were 25.S47, aa increase of 315. Of 
these, 10,647 resided in the counties, and 
15,200 in the cities,—making 1,041 gained 
in the former, and 72G lost in the latter, 
the increased attendance 
upon public 
schools accounting for the latter decrease. 
The number of teachers employed in 
all the public schools of the State is 0,S44, 
being an increase of 144 over last year. Of 
tho teachers employed in the counties, it is 
estimated that at least one-third are males; 
and of the teachers in the cities, the ratio 
is nearly one to six. In both the counties 
and cities there ha9 been a slight gain in 
the number of male teachers. The average 
wages of male teachers, in the country 
districts, were #37.73 per mouth,—a de­ 
crease oi 70 cents ; and of female teachers, 
#25.72,—a gain of 39 cents. The average 
salary paid to male teachers in the inde­ 
pendent cities was #833.51 per annum, a 
decrease of #164.32 ; and to the female 
teachers, #341 SD, a decrease of #5 15. The 
highest yearly salaries paid to males are 
returned from Racine, #1,500 ; from Min­ 
eral Point ana Oshkosn, as #1,750 ; from 
Madison, as #2.000, and from Milwaukee 
as #2.200. Females received in nine cities 
#500 and upwards ; In Racine #300, and in 
Milwaukee # 1,200. The aggregate amount 
of money paid this year for the wages of 
teachers in tho public schools of the State 
wa9 #1,531,629 96, which 
13 slightly oyer 
73 per cent of the entire sam expended for 
the maintenance of these schools. 
Tne total amount expended for school 
purposes In the State for 1879, was #2,152,- 
783: 
Superintendent Whitford says that for a 
long time the department of public instruc 
iiou has been aware that tho statements 
regarding the condition of the school 
houses in the State should ba revised and 
corrected. There are 5.626 school houses 
in the State, making an increase of 65 over 
1878, and of the 5,453 located In the coun­ 
ties, 3.000, in the opinion of the district 
clerks, and 3,798 in that of the superin­ 
tendents, are located properly or on sites 
well selected; 4,209, in the opinion of the 
former, and 2,892, in that of tne latter, am 
in good condition or properly built; and 
3,694, in the o p in io n ^ the former, and 
1,916, in that of the latter, are well or 
properly ventilated. 
The Superintendent farther says that 
the disgraceful and undeniable facts are 
presen to J 
by 
the 
district 
clerks 
that only 627 school houses are located on 
improved or ornamented sites; and that 
only 1,824 haye their grounds well enclosed 
with fences. The county superintendents 
report that only 2.826 are properly lighted 
and only 2,250 are well sea ted. 
While blackboards are quite generally 
supplied, the complaint is almost universal 
that the schools are needing such appara­ 
tus as maps, charts, globes, numerical 
frames and mathematical blocks. 
The school houses have decrease I rn 
valae, since last year, #33,515.02; th6 sites 
increased, #94,966.25; and the apparatus 
decreased, #2,013 09. 
The report also contains some very re 
liable aud timely siggestlon regarding the 
improvements need in our public schools. 
Among other things he urges better quali­ 
fied teachers, the grading the country 
schools, the general irstruction of the 
township system, aud the levy of a State 
school tax for the completion of the common 
school system.

THE INDIAN QUESTION. 


W ashington, March 26—The House 
Committee on Indian Affairs adopted n 
resolution to-day instructing the Secretary 
of the Interior to report to the House 
whether there haye been any frauds or 
corrupt practices since 
July Isl, 1877, 
on 
part 
of 
inspectors, 
agents, em­ 
ployes or any other persons connected 
with the Indian service at the agencies or 
elsewhere, the places where such offenses 
were committed, and their nature, and 
whether aoy one so offending has been re­ 
move! or punished. Davis’s bill to au­ 
thorize the auditing of all unpaid accoun’s 
of the Indian Bureau was agreed to. 


T h e W arrin g D em o cra tic F a ctio u s 
T ry in g to D ecid e W hen aud w h ere 
to B o ld th e C onvention. 
N ew Yobk, March 26—The St. James 
swarmed t> d ay with adherents oi the 
simon-pure regular Tilden Democracy of 
this State aud city, the occasion being the 
regular State Committee meeting to name 
the name and place for the State Con yen 
lion. 
Among these present there were 
three elements, a minority against Tilden 
in any event, select coterie for Tilden and 
nobody else, and a majority for Tilden, 
but willing to take the man nominated, 
whoever ho may be. 
A call was presented directing attention 
to the dangers threatening the Republic 
through the likelihood of Grant’s nouulaa 
lion, and proposing a plan of Democratic 
harmony. This call wrs reject'’ 4 by a volt 
of 29 to 4. The Tilden men then gained 
a victory by carrying a motion to leave 
the fixiog of the date and place to a com 
m ittje of five, the Convention, nowever, 
to be called between April 20 aud May I. 
Mr. Grannis, of Utica, spoke for thai 
place. Some were alraid ot Utica, he said, 
tor fear Seymour might control the Con­ 
vention in his own in* .rest. As to that he 
coaid ray that Governor Seymour would 
not be a candidate in any sense under any 
circumstance. 
Notwithstanding all the 
report ha! raid, the object in leaving time 
and place to a committee was to enable 
niden’s men to get ahead of Kelly, ana 
secure the best hall and all the hotal quar­ 
ters in whatever pla?e *s chosen. Syracuse 
is favored by the Committee. 
The Kelly tammany 
meeting at St 
Nicholes Hotel was 
hardly sneerrfful 
There were few country members present, 
and they were oppc'ied to the plan of an­ 
nouncing a Convention for the rome date 
and place as the regular one. They wan­ 
ted to wait till they row what the Tilden- 
ites did. It was Kelly’s idea, however, to 
till the places of the absentees, and go 
ahead, so that he might have everything 
his own way. The usual crowd oi irs fol­ 
lowers was on hand ready for a fight with 
anybody. It is claim ! that Kelly has 
made such bargains in this city as will 
prevent Heme cretic harmony, no m atter 
who is nominated.

He nae made since 
over #100,000 by his books and lectures and 
interests in insurance companies at H art­ 
ford, where he lives. He went and got 
married at Elmira, where his father-in- 
law lived. The latter was a millionaire, 
one of the coal mining lords ; but he was 
not an ordinary scrub oi a millionaire—he 
was a man of rare nobility of character, 
and a generous benefactor of the anti­ 
slavery movement. He was an earnest 
Abolitionist ail his life. 
Mark had asked 
his friends in the editorial office to select 
him a first class suite of rooms lo a fash­ 
ionable boarding house, and to have a car­ 
riage ready to take his 
bride 
and 
himself 
there 
when 
they 
came 
bock to Buffalo. He knew they Would do 
it, and gave himself no more anxiety 
about it. 
When he reached Buffalo he 
lound the boys sure enough, at the depot, 
with the finest carriage and span of horses 
he had eyer seen in that city. They drove 
him up to a handsome house rn an aristo­ 
cratic street, and ae the door opened, there 
were the parents of the bride to welcome 
him home. As the story was told to me 
—I didn’t get it from Mark—the bride’s 
folks had come up, without knowledge, by 
a special train. Mark went from room to 
room and found every room famished ex­ 
quisitely—some in blue and some in yel­ 
low silks—the furniture and upnolstery of 
the most luxurious aud expensive styles. 
Then he was Informed “officially” that he 
hod been driven ap by his own coachman 
in his own carriage to his own house. 
They say tears came to Mark’s eyes, a1 
though his wonderfully bright eyes—the 
keenest and clearest aud most penetrating 
eyes I ever saw id any man's head, aren't 
given to weeping as a regular business. He 
coaid not find words to “express his senti 
meats,” so he only “rese to explain.”

W h o I n v e n te d the Process a f M a k in g 
it fro m C o rn . 
Correspondence Buffalo Express. 
The article in your issue of the 25th ult, 
headed “Grape tfujfar.” taken 
from the 
Chicago Tribune, wrtten by Henry O. 
Becker, is untrue in many particulars. He 
daunt that a friend sent from Fraixe a 
specimen of glucc e made from starch, and 
he experimented on it, and made a sirup 
and ahowed it, and soon “ Wall street was 
in a blaze,’' corn sirup was introduced, and 
in the year 1863 the first factory was built 
in the United States. 
Now I know and will give the true his­ 
tory of the invention ut making gripe 
sugar from cero. I know grape sugar wat 
long before made from potatoes lo Europe 
and came here at a cod of Irom 8 to 12 
cents per pound in gold when gold was a’ 
a premium of 40 per cent. Hut sugar lr un

improvised a Muff! factory on Green street 
for experimenlicg, to see it gfap^ su^.r, 
glucose, aud situp c u d be m ite lr* ho 
corn. Although sneered ut and ridicule1 
by their friends as ima&*% by their pet>t> 
verence they succeeded, and rn 1»64 tec/ 
obtained a patent which may be seen on 
the records at Washington. 
In Jaly, 18G4,somali; tee of sugar min 
nfacturers aud chemists from Sew York 
came here as experts to report as to the 
value of the invention. 
They remained 
several days, tcjting the process 
They 
returned aud others I rom New York took 
their places for the same purpose. 
The 
patentees em pipy ed a well known citizen 
of Buffalo to negotiate a sale of (he patent, 
and on the 10th of November, 1864, a sale 
was made for $6lJ,OC*), a suck company 
formed witn a capital of $1,000,000, ana 
stock Issue J, some of which may be seen 
in Buffalo bearing that date. 
From the supposed folly of Grossing & 
Bradley has grown up a busine~s iu which 
nearly $30,000,033 are invested. 
Grape 
sugar has been made from potatoes aud 
imported here to be used for making wine, 
and costing nearly 12 cents per pound, it 
being better than cane auger for that pur­ 
pose. having no tJ-.te but sweet if properly 
made. No grape eager, no glucose, no 
sirup was ever made on this continent or 
elsewhere from cora until atter the inven­ 
tion was made by Gearing «fe Bradley, and 
lf any credit is due to any one tor in vent- 
ing a pre 3P~s which s proving M be so 
valuable, the meed of praise belongs to 
them. For now instead of importing an 
Inferior article of grape sugar at acost of 
8 to 12 cents a pound, large quantities of 
grape sugar made from corn are exported 
at three cents a pound. 
Inasmuch as this mao H. C. Becker ar­ 
rogates so much to himself, I will bay to 
him that he may avail himself of all the 
appliances of all sugar mills in the laud, 
and I will venture to say he cannot from 
corn make a syrup bt for ase, and what 
little knowledge he claims to have he must 
baya receive d from the patent record in 
Washington.

DEMAND* FOB WINTER BUTTER. 
Only a low years ago nearly all the but­ 
ter contained during the entire year was 
made in the months that cows could teed 
co grass in the pastures. Butter mmuUc- 
lured In May was kept till the following 
December and January before it was eaten 
or sold. It was then thought that the beat 
quality ot butter could only be ms Ie in the 
months of May, June and £ ptember. 
“Grass” butter was considered as in every 
respect superior to hay or winter butter. 
It had a finer aroma, a sweeter taste and 
an agreeable yellow color. It wes ordi­ 
narily packed iu tubs or creeks, and pre- 
served in strong brine. In thou days the 
farmers aimed to have their rows drop 
their calves early rn spring, so that they 
would give the largest amount ot milk 
during the summer. A tanner with a largo 
herd of cows wanted only ono of them to 
give a full mess ot milk during the winter 
season. 
Consumers at that period were not aware 
of the great difference between fresh and 
stale butter. In January they had no but­ 
ter fresh from the churn to compare with 
that made six or eight it onths previous, 
Besides the winter butter dado at that 
time was very inferior to what w to ter but­ 
ter now is. It was very hard, nearly white 
and almost destitute of aroma. It hp I a 
close re :mblance to tallow, it was gen­ 
erally made from the milk of farrow cows 
that had little to eat except straw and hay. 
The facilities for keeping the milk were 
very poor. The quantity any farmer had 
was small, and it was nrcectaiy to keep 
cream several days in order 11 get enough 
tor a moderate churning. No one expect­ 
ed to make a prime article of butter during 
the winter season, and it is rare that any 
person does better than Le cxpcc*3 to. 
But everything pertaining to butter­ 
making has changed during the past few 
years. Persons who went a brot I found 
that fresh butter was lo the markers of 
European cities in Wister as well e* in 
summer. This butter made in winter w u 
in no reepect inferior to that manufac 
lured during the summer. A few persons 
lo this country commenced making winter 
butter for epicures. They were success!uI 
id manufacturing a prime article, and oth­ 
ers fellowed their example. The public 
taste scon demanded fresh butter in win­ 
ter as well as in summer, and creameries 
commenced to supply the growing demand 
torii. It was found that as good butter 
could be made in cold as in warm weather, 
it all the conditions were favorable. It 
was necessary, however, to have a large 
supply of milk, so that cream could be 
churned bt fore it bt came stale. To insure 
a supply of milk it was necessary tor calves 
io uiop their calves In the tall instead oi 
in the iprlog. 
The advao.ages of making bulter in the 
colder rather than in me warmer portions 
ut the year are many. 
Butter commando 
t higher price in the winter than rn sum 
mer, and more is con&umid in cold thau iu 
warm wennier. 
Inc appetite for fats in 
creases as the weather grows cold. The re 
is much more leisure in which to tak 
care of milch cows and do churning u 
i e winter than in the summer. During 
• he cold weather cows are not annoyed by 
dies when they are feeding or when they 
are being milked. If cows have a rest 
from giving milk during July aud August 
they gam rn flesh and strength and become 
in good condition to drop calves in the 
tall, abd give milk duriog the 
coming 
winter. In most respects it is easier to 
raise calves born in the fall than those 
dropped lo the spring. They can be kept 
during the winter on skimmed milk, bran, 
shorts and fine hay, and be put in the 
same pastures with the cows during the

eau re. wash them clean with warm water, 
aud then apply glycerine while they are 
moist.

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REVERSING OPERATIONS. 
In the most dense peopled countries of 
the old world a very large proportion cl 
all the land is gra s, the object being to 
Keep all the stock possible. 
Boots are 
largely raised in place of grain as tLey 
iuroish a larger amount of stock food 
lu the older settled portions of this country 
tie proportion of grass land is much larger 
than in those parte that have been recent­ 
ly settled. The longer land is employee! 
tor agricultural purposes the larger i9 the 
amount devoted to producing grass. 
Ie 
oew aud sparsely settled regions, howevtr, 
there is generally a disposition to break up 
all the sod as soon as possible. 
Farm er 
call a tract of land “improved” when they 
nave it under the plow. The first object 
ot nearly every new settler is to break all 
the land he eau get it Into corn or grain 
de ordinarily succeeds in getting his laud 
“improved” lo the course of three or four 
years. 
That the practice of most new settlers is 
•i judicious lo their laud nearly all art 
willing to admit 
Rightly managed, land 
pays better in grass than in any crop dui- 
iug a term of years. Grp s exhausts soils* 
less than re its or grain. Un <* is < seutiai 
to dairying and stock growing, and dairy 
products and stuck pay betttr than corn » r 
grain in the long run. It Is perhaps true 
mat the majority of farmers in the West 
are. at the commencement of their opera­ 
tions, virtually compelled to devote most of 
their attention to tne pre lucttoo of corn 
aud grain. A crop of wheat will bring 
money within a few months, and money u 
greatly needed to erect buildings, purchase 
tools, and, perhaps, to pay for laud. As 
wheat exhausts the soil very fest, it Is soon 
necessary to break more laud, aud this 
course it pursued till all the native soil is 
destroyed. 
The most observing farmers in the west 
are now of the opinion that the native sod 
furnishes the best foundations for pastures 
They generally regret that they destroyed 
so much of it when they commenced to 
Improve their places, and they resolutely 
keep their plow from the little that re­ 
mains. They introduce new grasses, but 
do ii without destroying the old prairie 
sci. The Western prairies are all ready 
tot stcck raising, and it seems a pity that a 
larger proportion of them could not be de­ 
voted to this purpose. The merits of prai­ 
rie hay, like prairie pasturage, being lully 
appreciated now that it has become scarce. 
Young farmers who are settllog in new 
places would do well to devote mole atten­ 
tion to stock aod less to grain. Tney would 
receive less money for a few years, but at 
the end of that time they Would be iu bel­ 
ter condition lhao if they had plowed up 
all their grars laud and raised grain.
